An editoral in a recent issue of 
the Kentucky Standard, published at 
the Kentucky School for the Deaf at 
Danville, takes exception to a para- 
graph included in the Maryland 
correspondent's article to the Dbaf- 
Muths' Journal, telling the efforts 
of Prof. Ignatius Bjorlee, Superin- 
tendent of the Maryland School for 
the Deaf to encourage the Society of 
his pupils with students from hear- 
ing schools. This article contained 
the following statements which 
have caused some misunderstanding 
and are responsible for the Standard's 
objections. 

"In order to dispel the tendency 
manifested by many deaf-mutes 
when in the presence of hearing 
persons to remain morose and silent, 
Prof. Bjorlee, of the Maryland 
School for the Deaf recently adopt- 
ed a plain whereby it is hoped to 
encourage the mutes to seek the 
society of their hearing friends. 
The habit of many mutes of refits 
ing to mingle with hearing persons 
has been responsible for a prevalent 
idea that mutes are, as a class. 
sullen, morose, unsociable, and 
dull." 

The writer of the Kentucky Stan- 
dard's article deserves credit for bit 
able defense of the deaf. Whether 
he is a mute or not, it is evident that 
his professional contact with the 
deaf has caused him to be less ob- 
servant of them than it should be. 
I have been associated throughout 
life with the deaf, and have taken a 
keen interest in all deaf persons. I 
have mingled with and studied the 
deaf in their home, school, soiial, 
religious and industrial life. I have 
encountered them in my travels and 
my acquaintances are to be found 
throughout the East, South, South- 
west and Middlewest. 

It has been my experience to find 
that for convenience the deaf have 
segregated themselves in every possi- 
ble way from the hearing. They 
have their own churches, schools, 
clubs aud societies where they gath< r 
with other mutes, never once giving 
a thought to the great hearing world 
from which they keep themselves 
apart. The oral system of instruc- 
tion in our schools for the deaf was 
instituted primarily to remedy this 
situation, but without the desired 
effect. The deaf continue to isolate 
themselves and to return to tin 
manual sign language. 

There is no doubt in my mind that 
the average deaf-mute becomes con- 
spicuous when in public, because of 
their unmodulate voices, strange 
pronunciation, and some by the habit 
of making signs while speaking 
On the other hand, the majority of 
hearing people when addressing a 
mute are even more conspicuous, be- 
cause of their exaggerated lip move- 
ments, their slowness and unusual 
tones. The deaf are quick toper- 
ceive the fact that the oral system is 
resj>onsible for the amused, irritated, 
or pitiful glances — and keep quiet. 
There is no more sensitive group 
than the deaf, and the thought that 
they are a source of amusement, a 
cause of annoyance, or an object of 
pity, results in the determination to 
keep apart from tbev people whom 
they find are nearly all inclined to 
mistake and misunderstand them. 

The need for education lies no 
longer with the deaf, but with the 
hearing people. In ordei to 
promote the proper feeling and 
understanding communication must 
be established. No one can deny 
the desirability of this, and few 
will dispute its necessity. Unless 
it is done the deaf must continue to 
be misunderstood in society and to 
be discriminated against in business 
and industry. 

The system now in operation in 
the Maryland School, whereby pe- 
riodical visits are exchanged with the 
pupils of nearby hearing schools, is 
excellent. Boys and girls of the same 
age, tastes and accomplishments, 
are enabled to gain un Insight Into 
the foibles of each other. Both the 
deaf and hearing acquire a better 
understanding of the other and 
carry this understanding to their 
frieuds, spreading it and enlarging 
it to the ultimate goal of the 
appreciation and recognition of tin 
deaf. 

The main contention of the Stan- 
dard, however, is the fact that the 
deaf are not morose and silent. 1 
believe that this is the case with 



most deaf-mutes. Certainly little 
effort is made to seek the soci< i v ol 
hearing people, because of the 
realization that complete under- 
does not exist. This 



standing 

realization grows in many cases into 
an obsession that creates moroscness 
when with hearing people. 

The moroseness in turn is mani- 
fested in silence. Two things are 
responsible, the lack of understand- 
ing on the part of hearing and the 
sensitiveness of the deaf, both of 
which can be remedied by encourag- 
ing plans similar to those of Professor 
Bjorlee. His scheme has l> 
success A number of very pi' 
friendships have been formed 
between the girls of our school and 
those of Hood Seminary. A certain 
girl, thirteen years, wrote home : 
"I feel more at home, because 1 
receive several visits from the girls 
of the Hood College. We are 
anxious to see the K' r 's from the 
city this week, because we will enjoy 
the conversation with them " 

The position of the average deaf 
mutes, when among hearing Strang 
en, is very much like that of an illi- 
terate at a faculty meeting, or a wo- 
man without a new bonnet at Easter. 
They feel their misfortune, realize 
that they stand little chance of being 
understood, and do the very thing 
that creates the impression that they 
are morose. They cannot be blamed 
for this. It is the fault of our 
complex social economy that does 
not take into full consideration the 
problem of the deaf-mute, and of our 
untaught general public that must 
be taught that the deaf-mute is not a 

curiosity, a monstrosity, an imbecile, 
nor a object of pity and charity 
The deaf arc self-supporting and 
i Ing and the] to be 

enabled to lose the moroseness or 
shyness, by the establishment of 
better relations between the hearing 
and the deaf. 

The Maryland School has, from 
the beginning of its history, en- 
couraged athletic Sport! with Ileal iug 
teams, and this year the base ball 
team is a member of the High School 
League of Frederick and its vicini 
ties, and that ■ few days ago they re- 
gistered a decisive victory over the 
cadets at the Frederick High School 
in a military tournament, but 
such contests do not in any way 
bring about the social and Intel 
lectual relationships which come 

through Intercourse at teas and 

such other functions of more mli- 
mate nature. 

Wondering where Mr. Orlando 
Price was hiding himself and I 
ing to let him hide too long, since 
he is the guardian, of the cash- 
box of the Silent Athletic Club, 
we went on a tour of investigation, 
and found that he has been working 
overtime at Williams and Wilkins 
Printing Co , earning shekels by the 
peck.

May 22, 1920.— The Drive for 
Funds for the New Meu's Cottage 
began today throughout Ohio 
anmng the deaf. Every Captain of 
the ten districts into which the 
State has been divided, marshalls 
his workers and provides them with 
subscription blanks, pledge cards, 
a badge, symbol giving him author- 
ity to solicit funds, and literature 
iiiient the Home to use in his work 

The campaign is to eud October 
30, 1920. 

No commission is to be paid on 
collections, but expenses forslation- 
ery, postage aud car fares, will be 
paid by the Campaign Committee 
when the bills have beeu presented 
to Mr. John W. Joues, who is its 
Chairman. 

The workers of the several dis- 
tricts are to make their reports aud 
send their collections to then 
respective captains, and the latter 
in turn forward the same to the 
Chairman of the Committee. 

Funds by individual pledges, 
subscriptions, socials, lectures, pic- 
niCH.'shows, lawn fetes, dinners, 
dances, 01 in other ways. 

The workers may ask for help of 
relatives, friends charitably inclin- 
ed, people in homo neighborhood 
and places of employment. 

Pledges may be paid in weekly or 
monthly installments, and a years 
time is allowed from the start ot 
the drive to make good. 

The Drive may seem rather ex 
tended, but it must be remembered 
that the deaf are scattered all over 
the State and hence not. easily 
accessible to meet, and as most of 
them are busy in the daytime earn 
ing their livelihood, the workers 
must do their canvassing iu the 
evenings or when there are gather 
ings in any community. There 
will be picnics, socials, lawn fetes 
and meetings through the summer, 
and hence these offer opportunities 
of the workers in the various dis- 
tricts to do their work. The older 
pupils of the school will also be 
workers after the olose of school, 
and do not. come back until about 
the middle of September with their 
reports. For these reasons the 
time is not too long for campaign. 
But the battle is on. Now let 
every one do or give his share, and 
victory is certain to crown the 
effort.

" Is a person born deaf and dumb and 
never educated able to think? Thinking, 
as we know it, is unconsciously forming a 
series of unspoken words in the brain. 
Not having any language known to them, 
in what way, if any, do such persons form 
their thoughts, or are their actions govern- 
ed entirely by instinct t" 

H. J. A., Chicago. 

It is a mistake to suppose that 
there can be no thought without 
words. No language expresses more 
than a fraction of the thinking done 
by the mind. If you will carefully 
analyze your mental operations you 
will see that the thoughts preceded 
words, and are sought simply as a 
medium through which the thought 
can be impressed upon other minds 
as a means of outward expression 
and communication. 

A man speaks through his eyes, 
his fingers, arms, every attitude 
and motion, the flushing and paling 
of his skin — an unspoken, unwritten 
language oozes from him. Words 
do not give birth to this; that would 
be impossible, because words are the 
product of thought, invented for 
its use. 

If language preceded thought and 
if thinking consisted in forming "un- 
spoken words in the brain," there 
could have been no intellectual ad- 
vance made by the human race. 
The ideas that lifted man from 
savagery to civilization did not have 
their birth in words, they gradually 
dawned in the mind, and then lan- 
guage was invented to give them cur- 
rency and definiteness, so that many 
minds might grasp them and under- 
stand them in the same sense. 

When Wordsworth saw the statue 
of Newton, "with his prim and 
silent face," there dawned in his 
mind the thought, which he after- 
wards wrought into words, that this 
was: 

"The marble index of a mind 
forever voyaging through strange 
seas of thought alone." 

None of those words shaped or 
preceded the thought in the poet's 
mind, and Wordsworth himself no 
doubt would have said that the full 
richness of that thought, as he con- 
ceived it in the presence of the 
statue, was not expressed in the 
words with which he sought to 
picture it to other minds. Lan- 
guage hampers thought, limits, Con- 
ines, distorts, and misrepresents it. 
Every writer and speaker feels that. 
Consider, too, that Newton's 
thoughts were not expressible in 
words. He had to invent a mathe- 
matical language for them before 
they could be communicated, even 
in part, to his fellow men. Ein- 
stein's thoughts in developing his 
theory of relativity with all its as- 
tonishing sequence, was entirely in- 
dependent of language. It is a kind 
of cry of despair that he utters when 



he says that there are not more than 
ten men in the world who can under 
stand him. 

Well, there is no reason known, 
none developed by 200 years of ex- 
pert study of the subject, why a 
deaf-mute might not be born with 
the mental powers of a Newton or an 
Einstein. It is .a great mistake to 
assume that the deaf mute owes his 
intelligence to his education, which 
has taught him to read other 
people's language and to express 
himself by means of an artificially 
developed system of signs. 

It is an ancient, exploded and ab- 
surd idea that the deaf-dumb are on 
the mental level of idiots. His 
natural language is that of signs, by 
which the most abstract ideas are 
perfectly conveyed. Like all other 
children, he learns a languge by imi 
tation. It needs only the brilliant 
history of Helen Keller, who is blind 
as well as deaf and dumb, and of 
her predecessor, Laura Bridgman, to 
prove that intelligence is not limited 
by language. Helen Keller's won 
derful teacher would be the last to 
claim that it was she who imparted 
the power of thinking to her pupil. 
She simply put her in touch with 
the ordinary person's ways of ex- 
pressing thought. — Garrett Serviss.

Conveying ideas by signs almost 
as fast as the average public speak- 
er is able to convey the same ideas 
by articulate speech is quite a feat, 
most people will admit. Such a 
feat was accomplished at the meet- 
ing under the auspices of the Pro- 
vidence Division, National Fra- 
ternal Society of tbe Deaf, last 
evening in Macoabee Temple, West- 
minster street. A. L. Pach of New 
York, grand vice-president of the 
national ogranization, was not only 
successful in rapidly delivering a 
lengthy speech on "Lifting the 
Deaf Man's Burden," but could 
drive home his messatre wiihoui the 
least shadow of annoyance, while 
his hearers were able to follow him 
closely and at the sime time com- 
munioats by sign with their neigh- 
bors from one end of the hall to the 
other. 

The meeting was part of a three 
days gathering being oondncted 
under the auspices of the Provi- 
dence Division. Fully 300 men 
women were present, including visi- 
tors from Boston, Worcester, Spring 
field and other New England cities. 
While all those in atteudance were 
deaf, all were not of the deaf and 
mute class, a lare number of them 
having the power ot speech and be- 
ing able to articulate almost as per- 
fectly as any other person. 

Mr. Pach had such perfect 
command of signs that he could 
Hash them iu front of the eye9 of 
his audience in the fraction of a 
second, and by using the finger 
signs as well as moving his lips and 
gesticulating with his hands, could 
easily overcome the handicap of 
having to spell out every word. 
lie told of the life insurance com- 
panies of the couutry tofusing in- 
surance policies lo deaf people be- 
cause of the affliction. He refuted 
the theory that deaf people are a 
greater risk than other people and 
traced the development of au In- 
surance company organized for 
deaf people and incorporated in 
Illinois in 1904, stating that the 
organization now has 1500 members 
and is capitalized at $250,000. 

Alan Meachan, President of the 
Boston division; Mr. Marchman, 
Presided of the Philadelphia 
division; Mr. Haggarty, secretary 
of the Springfield division; Arno 
Klopfer of the Holyoke division;
